States court. Yesterday the special grand 
jury inypaneled before Judge Grosscup re- 
turned an indictment against them for con- 
_ gpiracy to impede the United States mails, 
Debs, Howard, Keliher, and Rogers slept last 
nicht at their hotels by the grace of Bill“ 
Srakel, the First Ward gambler, and“ Black 
Bill” Fitzgerald, who signed bonds in the 
sum of $10,000 for each man, pledging their 
property that the quartet would appear for 
trial in October. The other fourteen misguided 
of Debs have already been arrested 
and most of them are under bonds given to 
United States Cominissioner Hoyne, The 
books and papers of the American Railwsy 
Union were seized’ by an order of the court, 
_ jgsued at the same time that its bench war- 
rants for the arrest of these men were placed 
in the 3 of the United States Marshal. 

The indictment, it is said, is the beginning 
of a series. The government proposes to pur- 
sue Debs and his crew and fetch them into 
court to answer for every crime of which they 
have been guilty. Deb; took his arrest coolly 
and claimed he was innocent of wrong-doing, 
but characterized the seizure of the papers of 
the union as an outrage. The men indicted 
were:

As the jurymen took their seats every eye 
was turned toward them. They were an ex- 
ceptionally intelligent-looking body of men. 
Most of them were well along in life and ‘all 
appeared to be able to sift evidence and pro- 
ceed calmly without prejudice in the examina- 
tion of any question brought before them. 
Judge Grosscup looked at the jury a moment 
in silence and then appointed W. A. Sanborn 
as foreman. He proceeded at once to the 
reading of his charge, which is printed else- 
where. Some time was occupied in the read- 
ing. but the silence of the court-room was not 
broken save by the voice of the Judge. When 
he had finished, the court said that after pre- 
paring what had been read for the guidance 
of the grand jurors it had come to his knowl- 
edge that a Deputy Marshal in the discharge 
of his duty had been shot.

A number of spectators crowded around the 
bench and eagerly asked Judge Grosscup 
about the indictments.

RIOTING OOAL MINERS SHOT DOWN 
AT SPRING VALLEY, ILL 


They Stone a Train Which Federal Troops 
from Chicago Were Guarding Through 
the District=Two Miners Killed in the 
Volley and Several Wounded=Reign of 
Terror in the Town=People Fear to Aid 
the Militia, Which Is in a Precarious 
Position. | 

Sprine VaLAxx, III., July 10.—[Special.]— 

United States regular troops killed the first 

man in this region at 4:30 p. m. at Spring 

Valley today. They came into town at, that 

time from Chieago on @ passenger train of 

the Chicago, Reck Island and Pacific rail- 
road which they were guarding through the 
mining region. As the train pulled into 
town the engineer and fireman were greeted 
with a few rocks from a mob of Lithuanians, 
Italians, Belgians, and Poles who had taken

Arrests Made by Marshals. 

With the troops were twenty-six United 
States Deputy Marshals, all picked men, un- 
der the orders of Capt. Conrad Jr., Capt. L. 
H. Bush, and Capt. Stuart C. Wade. When 
the train left Chicago it stopped at Fifty-first 
street, when Capt. Conrad Jr. arrested James 


boilermaker, for inciting.to riot and obstruct- 
ing tracks on July 4; Michael Hughes, aged 
35, of No. 5105 Wentworth avenue, laborer, 
for the same offense, being identified by 
Lieut. Jameson and four men of the Fifteenth 
Infantry. He was a ringleader on that day. 

At Spring Valley the alien miners induiged 
in rioting and earousing all last night and to- 
day. Later in the day squads of Anarchists 
came in from Peru, La Salle, Oglesby, and 
other mining towns. They considered their 
forces insufticient to make an attack in the 
city, however, and about 11 o'clock drifted 
out to shaft No. 3. located one mile west of 
the city, The militia was informed of this 
move, anda detachment intercepted the riot- 
ers when they were within a few block“ of the 
shaft. The rioters were much gnraged at their 
failure to carry out their designs and gave the 
militia much trouble. They did not disperse 
until several of their number were severely 
prodded by the bayonets of the militia. 

The news of the approach of the Anarchists 
upon Spring Valley spread through the coun- 
try last night like wildfire, One hundred 
deputies started across the country from 
Princeton at midnight at high speed, On the 
way over one of the wagons broke down and 
the twelve occupants ot it were thrown to the 
ground ina heap on one side of the road. 
Several of the men were bruised and Walter 
He was left 
under the charge of a surgeon at Seaton. At 
the latter poimt all deputies that could be 
spared were rushed on to Spring Valley. 

Fired On from Ambush, 

S. T. Powell, proprietor of the City Hotel 
at Princeton, took over a load in a wagon, 
aud, when he was about half way back a bunch 
of Italian rioters opened fire upon him from 
a thicket. Four shots were fred bythem,two 
taking effect in his face. He drew a revolver 
and fired four shots. One man gave a groan 
and fell. He was carried away by his com- 
panions. In the excitement of getting a posse 
of deputies started from Princeton Lush Kolp 
tried to adjust the chamber of his revolver, 
and in doing so it was discharged, the ball 
taking effect in his thigh. A painful flesh 
wound is the only result. 

The two companies of militia at Spring 
Valley have been kept busy all day clearmg 
the streets and attending to their rovtine 
work. The citizens of the place are com- 
pletely terrorized, and it is impossible to 
raise a force of deputies from them, They 
are even afraid to give moral support or in 
any way to openly encourage the authorities, 
as they constantly dread the non-English: 
speaking element. They say such action 
would place their lives and property interests 
in danger. They are constantly threatened 
by that class of the population. The Anar- 
chists have terrorized the City Council and 
the latter have passed a resolution today to 
the effect that Mayor Jack should at once 
order the State militia out of the eity limits. 
They are now occupying a most desirable 
spot, the common, one block from the busi- 
ness center. In response to a telegram to 
Gov. Altgeld he ordered them to remain at 
their present location. The City Council has 
employed attorneys who are working on an 
opinion tonight. It is likely the Council will 
swear in a large force of Anarchists as special 
police to move the militia unless the latter 


are soon reinforced by additional troops. 


Miners’ Homes Filled with Piunder. 


The situation in Spring Valley has beer 
growing more complicated every hour. Sher- 
iff Cox as yet has made no attempt to arrest 
the rioters, who have so far either destroyed 
or carried off over $65,000 worth of prop. 
erty. Some of the miners’ residences are 
said to be literally tilled with furniture 
and plunder they have secured the last 
few days and as a result they are in 
high spirits. Bureau County is being 
put to an expense of about $1,000 a 
day in maintaining the deputies, and should 
the arrests be delayed until it is impossible to 
get evidence to convict the rioters or the dep- 
uties be withdrawn, it would mean the de. 
struction of $3,000,000 worth of mining 
property in this county apd the pillaging of 
many towns, At Seatonville tonight a miner, 
thought to be demented, is running about the 
outskirts of the town firing a revolver in the 
air, Permission from the Sheriff has been 
asked to place him under arrest. 

The town is being guarded tonight by sev. 
enty -deputies. It is feared the Anarchists of 
the three towns may quietly concentrate their 
forces and spring upon one of the towns be- 
fore a force could be mustered from the other 
places. Provisions in the mining towns are 
growing scarce, Many of the stores have been 
looted and no local freight is being received 
at these points. Many of the staples at some 
stores have already given out. At Princeton, 


towns in the county excitement has been at 
fever heat all day. At each of these places 
the greatest concern is felt for the men who 
have gone forward, and crowds have filled the 
main streets all day receiving news from the 
seat of trouble, 

The wounded deputies have been returned 
to Princeton and are bemg amply cared for.

SAILORS STRIKE HAS NO EFFECT. 


Lack of Business Leads Vessel-Owners to 
Tie Up Their Craft. 

Although the strike of the sailors and lum- 
ber shovers was declared on last evening, yet 
the effect on the marine business was not per- 
ceptible. No boats were ready to go out, for 
it is impossible for the schooners of the lum- 
ber fleet to get cargoes on account of the shut 
down in the lumber business. A few 
steambarges and their consorts left 
yesterday afternoon, but in most Cases 
the boats had only gone to perts down 
the lake to tie up and were not ready to bring 
back any cargoes. Several vessels were 
towed down the river and tied up 
in the slips, Several steamers, owned 
by the lum ber firms, yesterday 
put out their fires and went into ordinary for 
the dull season. All the big coat companies 
yesterday jelegraphed their agents in Buffalo 
to hold there all boats loaded with coal bound 
for Chicago until the strike was over. There 
are now a few coal-laden steamers on the way 
up from Buffalo. In case the trouble becomes 
serious on the coal docks they will be stopped 
before reaching Chicago. The general belief 
among coal men is that the coal unloaders 
will not go on a strike. Even without a vote 
of a single, union to go on a sympathetic 
strike not less than 5,000 people will be out 
of employment today along the river on ac- 
count of the suspension of business due to the 
strike. 

CieveLanD, O., July 10.—Delegations of 
ore handlers came hete from Ashtabula today 
and made unsuccessful efforts to haye the 
men on the local ore docks quit work, The 
strikers visited Fairport and Erie, but the 
men at both places refused to quit work.’ To- 
day no coul was switched and it will be sev- 
eral days before there is any coal for ship- 
ment, although the fuel docks will probably 
have a good supply tomorrow. 

Asuzann, Wis., July 10.—The lumber 
unions here have decided not to go out oh a 
sympathetic strike. 

Menominez, Mich., July 10.—[Speeial.— 
The Toledo, Ann Arbor and North Michigan 
transfer steamer, due to leave here on the 
tirat regular trip this morning, has been de- 
tained by reason of the strike. A cargo of 
lumber for the East and a large number of 
passengers are ready to start. 

Dorum, Minn., July 10.—The strike of the 
coal beavers has completely, congested lake 
business here. Over fifty vessels are waiting 
to discharge coal cargoes. The strike of the 
steam-shovel engineers at Mountain Iron and 
Masaba Mountain mines today will complete 
the demoralization of the Lake Superior trade. 

AsuTanuta, O., July 10.—The strike of the 
ore handlers at this port will probably end 
tomerrow morning and work will begin again 
on the iron-ore docks. 

West Superior, Wis., July 10.—The coal 
handlers strike here promises to turn into a 
lock out. The coal companies will unload 
boats in the harbor under police, protection, 
and will then await what turn the railway 
strike will take. Men are expected from St. 
Paul to take the strikers’ places. 


CONDUCT OF THE TRADES STRIKE, 


Project for the Appointment of a General 
Supervisory Committee. 


There was a different kina of activity 
around strike headquarters yesterday, 
Hitherto it has been confined to members of 
the American Railway Union. § Yesterday 
all the allied trades took a band.

CONDUCTORS COME BACK TO WORK, 


Fourteen Out of Twenty-Nine Respond to 
a Call from the Illinois Central. 

General Manager Sullivan of the Illinois 
Central said fourteen of the company’s freight 
conductors returned to work yesterday. The 
whole twenty nine went home July 2 on ac- 
count of the tie-up, and it could hardly be 
called a strike. Yesterday the company cir- 
culated a notice for them to return, and four- 
teen reported for work. During their absence 
the company has organized ten entire freight 
crews, making its present force as large 
as is needed, if not larger. As to brakemen, 
Mr. Sullivan said he knew nothing about 
them, but was sure he had all he needed. 


The traffic of the road was not restricted in 


any way except by its dependence on other 
roads which still had more or legs trouble. 
At Kankakee, according to reports received 
by Supt. Sullivan six switchmen and all the 
— employés who struck have returned to 
work. 


ANOTHER PLAN FOR ARBITRATION. 


This Time Controller Ackerman Heads the 
Movement- Nothing Yet Done.

City Hall yesterday by a movement started 
by Controller Ackerman and Willis J. Abbott 
to see if something Suid not be done to ar- 
range an armistice. The object was to delay 
the strike of the federated trades of this city 
for three days, with a view of making 
an effort to bring about an arbitration be- 
tween the Pullman. company and its em- 
ployés. It was suggested Mr. Ackerman and 
Judge Tuley select a committee of twenty- 
tive business-men, ‘who should visit Mr.

The arrogant lash of Ang sk ary is 
being applied by corporations with relentless 
fury, — the chasm between the masses and the 
classes is growing deeper and wider with each 
succeeding day. If peace is restoréd and this 
Nation saved from acts repulsive to the con- 
stience of all Christian people there must be 
wise action and that quickly. ‘ 

Railways Fan the Flames. 

Sincerely believing that the flames of discord 


‘are being purposely fanned by the railway cor- 


porations at the risk of the life of the govern- 
ment, I take the liberty to appeal to you and

The Pullman Palace Car company refuses to 
arbitrate the differences between itself and its 
employés on the ground that cars were built 
below cost, and therefore there is nothing to 
arbitrate. But the conclusion of every un- 
prejudiced mind must be that if such were the 
facts it could have nothing to fear at the hands 
of an arbitration committee, But the Pullman 
company goes further in its autocratic policy 
than a refusal to arbitrate. It has re to 
join with the business men and the Board of 
Aldermen of Chicago in a committee to disctiss 
the question as to whether there i; anything to 
arbitrate or not. and behind this autocratic 
policy stands the General Managers’ Association 
of the railway corperations backed by the United 
States army as the aiders and abettors of this 
social crime.

WILL REBEL AGAINST THE ORDER. 


Chicago Musical Society to Resist Knights 
of Labor Order to Strike. 

The Chicago Musical Society, a local branch 
of the National League of Musicians of the 
United States, declared itself unanimously 
against the Knights of Labor and the present 
strike at a well-attended meeting at Crystal 
Hall, No. 83 Madison street, yesterday after- 
noon. The meeting was ealted to decide what 
action the musicians of the city, who are 
strongly organized and hold membership in 
the Allied Trades. would take in case of a 
general strike. Two hun and fifty 
musicians, including representatives of all 
the theater orchestras in town, except the 
( olumbia and Haymarket, were present. 
A dissatisfaction which has been spreading 
among the members of the league for some 
time made itself evident in the discussions 
and the meeting soon resolved itself into a 
general protest against the practices of the 
Knights of Labor. It was claimed the latter 
organization had been in the habit of forming 
musical assemblies composed of expelled 
members of the national league and had fur- 
nished a harbor of refuge for the renegade 
musicians that the league had long been work- 
ing to rid itself of.

Paper was first made from cotton rags in 1002.

Ahead of the slowly mov- 
ing train was Capt. Butler of B troop, First 
Cavalry, and fifteen of his men, mounted.

Laundry Driver Is Unruly. 

At Halsted street the driver of a laundry 
wagon raised his fist and cursed the soldiers 
on the traip.

Barnett’s men escorted the meat train as 
farasthe Michigan Central tracks on the 
lake shore. The ‘other trains which ran out

Over the Pan-Handle there were trains at 6, 
7. and S a. m., and 8 p. m., making a total of 
110 loaded cars out over this road. Over the 
Chicago and Erie at 3 p. m. there was a train 
of twenty cars of provisions. This was under 
guard of Capt Hartz’s company of 
the Fifteenth Regulars, sent from 
the Dearborn station. At 4 ofclock a 
train was delivered to the Lake Shore; it car- 
ried seventeen cars of beef, eleven of hogs, 
anc ten of provisions. The Fort Wayne re- 
ceived one train of nine cars loaded with pro- 
visions at4.p..m. The Baltimore and Ohio 
took out twenty-five cars of export beef at 9 
p. m. The Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
brought in the first trainload of coal, It came 
inatS p.m. and was delivered to Armour, 
Swift, and Morris, eighteen cars in all. 
Early in the morning Nelson Morris sent out 
a train of thirty cars of dressed beef for New 
York.. Morris also sent twelve .cars of ex- 
port cattle out over the Michigan Central. 

The Stock-Yards company had three en- 
gines and three full switching crews working 
in the yards, Allsthe men were awai on 
at different times during the day by repre- 
sentatives of unions who besought them to 
quit, but the men kept their work gow. 


Guarded by Militia.

Nor-were 
the hostile demonstrations confined to talk 
alone. Armed men soon appeared in the 
streets, Asif in preparation for hattle they 
transferred their arms and ammunition from 
their storehouse on J street to their head- 
quarters nearer the railroad yards.

The 
strikers marched boldly through the streets 
bearing their weapons on their shoulders, and

It is claimed the A. R. U. hall 
holds at least 1,600 rifles and shotguns and 
quantities of ammunition. The strikers who 
came in on the train seized at Dunsmuir 
brought in 200 rifles, which they had colleet- 
ed at Dunsmuir, Red Bluff, and Sissons.

guns and ammunition. This afternoon a 
number of strikers were practicing with their 
rifles on the Yolo side of the river. There are 
now 3.000 of these strikers in Sacramento to 
resist the Federal and State troops.

You have come in an atmosphere and amid oc- 
eurrences that may well cause reasonable men to 
question 8 government and 
laws of the United States are yet 
supreme. Thanks to resolute manhood and 
to that enlightened intelligence which perceives 
the necessity of vindication of law before any 
other adjustments ars possible the government 
of the United States is supreme. You doubtless 
feel as 1 do, that the opportunities of life, in the 
present conditions, are not perhaps entirely 
equal, and that changes are needed to forestall 
some of the tendencies of current industrial life ; 
but neither the torch of the incendiary nor the 
weapon of the insurrectionist nor the - inflamed 
tongue of him who incites to fire and the sword 
is the instrument to bring about reforms. To 
the mind of the American people, to the calm, 
dispassionate, sympathetic judgment of a race 
that is not afraid to face deep changes and re- 
sponsibilities, there has as yet been no adequate 
appeal. Men who appear as tke advocates of 
great changes must, first submit them to 
discussion, discussicn that reaches not 
simply the parties interested, but the 
wider circle of society. and must, be patient as 
well as persevering until the public intelligence 
has been reached and the public judgment made 
up. An appeal to force before that hour is crime 
not only against the government of existing laws 
but against the cause itself; for what man of 
any in supposes that any settlement 
will abide which is induced under the light of 
the torch or the shadow of an overpowering 
threat?

With the questions behind present occurrences, 
therefore, we have, as ministers of the law and 
citizens of the republic, nothing now todo. The 
law as it is must first be vindicatedbefore we turn 
aside to inquire how the law or practice as it 
ought to be can be eT brought about.

fact of an insurrection within the meaning of the 
Jaw has been established, and he who by speech, 
writing, promise, or other inducement assists in 
setting it on foot or carrying it along, or gives it 
aid or comfort, is guilty also of a violation of 
law. t is not necessary that there 
should be bloodshed: It is not nec- 
essary that its dimensions should 
be so portentous as to insure probable success, to 
comstitute an insurrection. It is necessary that

When men 
gather to resist the civil or political power of

There are other provisions of the law designed 
to protect those particular agencies which come 
Within governmental control.

To iasure their unhindered 
transmission it is made an offense to knowingly 
and willfully obstruct or retard the passage of 

mails, or any carriage, horse, driver. or car- 
rier carrying the same.

WATTERSON ON DEBSISM, 


Madness of the Present Assault Upon the 
Rights of the People. 

Louisville Courier-Journal: The prepos- 
terous claim of a few men to paralyze the 
transportation system of the couptry on ac- 
count of a supposed grievance of the former 
employés of a manufacturing establishment 
was received at first with the utmost indiffer- 
ence, where it did not elicit expressions of ap- 
proval. There was at first, perhaps, somé in- 
credulity as to such an attempt being Seri- 
ously made. Almost everywhere there was a 
failure to grasp its full significance. Even 
after ite ugliest phases began to manifest 
themselves ihe public was disposed to think 
that it would soon be over, and to submit 
quietly to inconveniences and losses that were 
expected to last for only a few days. . 

The forces that stand for order in the United 
are hard to arouse. Conscious of their 
strength they are not easily persuaded that a 
persistent attack upon their dearest righis is 
really contemplated. The very madness of 
the present assault upon tne rights of the peo- 
ple has made it difficult for the public to grasp 
its true significance. That a hitherto un- 
known man, claiming to lead some 75,000 
men dispersed all over the country, should 
set himself up in Chicago asa dictator and 
undertake to defy both the Federal and State 
Governments and to exercise absolute power 
over the lives and property of 68,000,000 of 
people, is a proposition so monstrous that it 
is not strange that the masses should receive 
it with incredulity. 

There are evidences, however, that the 
country isawakening to the gravity of the 
crisis. It is certainly time. Millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of property has been destroyed by 
the torch of the incendiary, but this is a-trifle 
compared to the losses inflicted in other ways. 
In every part of the country immense quan; 
tities of perishabie produce have been ruined 
by reason of the failure of the usual transpor- 
tation facilities, In other places high prices 
for the necessaries of life have robbed con- 
sumers of enormous sums. The paralysis of 
trade has cost more millions than can be 
computed. The enforced idleness of hun- 
dreds of thousands has caused incalculable 
loss and suffering. Finally bloodshed and 
sacrifice of life come in té6 swell the account, 
and the menace of civil war becomes more 
and more portentous. 

The news that Gen. Lew Wallace has begun 
organizing military companies in Indiana as 
a preparation for civil war is one of the symp- 
toms that the country is awakening to the 
gravity of the crisis, 


A Suggestion to the Pullman Ex-Employes. 

Curicaaeo, July 10.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
As an American citizen and workingman, believ- 
ing the employés.of the Pullman company have 
been unjustly oppressed and are entitled to sym- 
pathy and aid, I have a suggestion which, if it 
meets your approval, I would like to submit to 
my fellow workmen regarding the present strike, 
aud that is that the inhabitants of Pullman be 
assisted to desert the town at once and secure 
ovuher employment. If this is indeed a sympathy 
strike and the labor organizations desire to win 
this battle against the great Pullman grab-all 
then let the railroad employés return to work at 
once, let the industrial strike be called off; and 


out of the wages that will then be earned it will 


be possible to raise a fund sufficient to enable a 
majority, at least, of the Pullman workmen to 
escape from that model penitentiary. Let a con- 
corted effort be made in this direction and the 
battle can be won. I was once an empluyé and 
resident of Piliman and 1 do not think thers 
are many people there who would not 
hail with delight any opportunity to get away 
and find other employment in other lines not so 
crowded, if possible, or get into some business 
for themselves, Then, with the town once vacat- 
ed, if Baron Pullman desires to open his shops he 
will find it necessary to offer more alluring bait 
in the way of higher wages to induce working- 
men to walk into his 2 0 7 in view of the exten- 
sive advertising this strike has given him. | 

The workingmen throughout the country seem 
to have lost sight of the fact that the iron laws of 
necessity and of supply and demand have never 
been repealed and that the human stomach will 
consent to mo arbitration. The wage-workers, 
being without the means of supplying their needs 
except by thesale of their labor, are absolutely 
compelled to return to work sooner or later at 
any price or starve. On the other hand, such 
men as Pullman, having already accumulated 


more money than they could spend for neces- 


sities in a thomsand years, could, if necessary, 
dispose of or @ven abandon all their interests in 
this country, take their millions to Europe or 
wherever they like, and spend the ro- 
mainder of their days in luxury and idleness. 
The wages at Pullman will never be increased 
so long as the shops are surrounded by a city full 
of men who must soon accept whatever Pullman 
offers or starte. It makes little difference to 
Pullman personally whether a wheel is ever 
turned again while the world stands, or if the 
strike continues until doomsday. You can’t 
make him hungry by starving yourself. But even 
if he were compelled to purchase labor, the effect 
of a strike is all in his favor, since it does not de- 
crease the supply of labor any more than a dam 
thrown across a river diminishes the supply of 
water; it only raises the river to a point where it 


will overflow the dam or carry it away in a 


Johnstown flood. While the supply of labor 
may be stopped for afew days the demand for 
bread, the demand for wager, is increasing eve 

hour the strike continues, and the power of capi 
tal is doubled to demand of labor an _ uncondi; 
tional surremder. This condition will not be 
e while food is necessary to existence. 
But if the supply of labor were eptirely removed 
and placed in condition that it would not be 
again compelled to seek employment at that 
poise. then labor would certainly have won at 
east a local victory.

INTER-STATE OOMMEROE OOMMIS- 
SION INTERPRETS THE LAW. 


In a Case from South Carolina, in Which 
the Complainant Alleges That More Is 
Charged for a Short Haul than a Long 
Haul, the Decisian Is Rendered Against 
the Railroad Comvany=—Commission

An important decision has just been ren. 
deted by the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission in the case of H. W. Behlmer against 
a number of Southern railroads.

IT Is GOING TO BE A COMPULSORY 
ae STRIKE.“ 


There are at present in the City of Chicago 


about 2,000 regular trocps—viz,: The Fil- 


teenth Infantry from Fort Sheridan; the 
Ninth Infantry from Fort Madison; three 
batteries and four troops of cavalry from 
Fort Riley; four troops of cavalry from Fort 
Niobrara; six companies of infantry from 
Fort Leavenworth; and two companies from 
Fort Brady. 

The State has six ae TEN of infantry, two 
troops of cavalry, and three battalions of 
artillery with gatling guns now in the city. 

Besides these there are in the field two 
private troops of cavalry sworn in, 250 
marines for the protection of the water cribs, 
the augmented police force of the city, the 
Deputy Sheriffs, and Deputy United States 
Marshals. 

Summed up there are about 2,000 regulars, 
4.000 State Guards, 3,800 policemen, in- 
cluding retired men resworn, 700 Deputy 
Sheriffs, 800 Deputy Marshals, and other 
forees, in all amounting to fully 10,000 
armed men, nearly all disciplined and brave. 
The regulars can be increased if necessary 
to 5,000 in forty-eight hours or less time. 
The Mayor can add another thousand big 
policemen if necessary. One thousand or fif- 
teen hundred State Guards—men who have 
served their term in the militia—will be ready 
if called upon. The force already in the field 
can sweep away ten times its number, and 
that without calling upon the law and order 
citizens of Chicago. 

These armed forces are working together in 
perfect harmony and unity for the .common 
purpose of putting down rioting, shooting law- 
breakers, preserving the peace, and restoring 
the operation of law. Any talk, therefore, 
of danger that the mob will loot the business 
section of the city is idle. A force sufficiently 
strong could be thrown into the business sec- 
tion in fifteen minutes to two hours that woald 
dissipate if not destroy any mob that could 
possibly be organized. ' 

It is also to be borne in mind that the forces 
of law and order, regulars, militia, police, and 
deputies, have got past the point of pottering, 
compromising, and not striking back at men 
who are violating the law, rioting, burning, or 
assailing men at work. The order now is to 
shodt, and the order applies to every branch 
of the force in the field. Curious spectators 
have been ordered away over and over again 
by the President, by the General command- 
ing, by the Mayor, and by the Chief of Police. 
lf they stay where it is dangerous and get hurt 
they will have only themselves to blame. The 
lawless will certainly be put down. The gov- 
ernment is bound to make this a peace 
strike, as Debs says. Rioting, incendiarism, 
assault, murder, and destruction of property 
are going to be stopped. Anarchy will be 
suppressed at whatever cost of life or money. 
When peace and law and order have been re- 
stored then it will be time to talk about tne 
merits of the strixce. There is no law against 
men quittmg work if they wish to, but there 
is a law against violence and incendiarism, 
and that law is gomg to be enforced. There 
are laws protecting the running of mail and 
inter-State commerce trains and United States 
property, and laws are going to ve en- 
forced, and those whg get in the way will get 
hurt. This strike 1s going to be a peaceable 
one by compulsion, if not voluntarily. If that 
is what Debs wants he will have it. He shoul@ 
find no fault with tne restoration of that peace 
by the self-defensive forces of the community. 
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MR. PULLMAN’S ABSURD STUBBORNNESS., 

The proposition made Monday afternoon 
by a committee from the Common Council 
to the Pullman company was a very mild and 
moderate one. It was not even for an arbi- 
tration of his differences with his ex-employés 
who struck at his works last May, but simply 
for the appointment of a committee to inves- 
tigate and see if there are any differences that 
properly might be made the subject of arbi- 
tration. It offered to Mr. Pullman an easy 
way out of the difficulty that would have 
saved his pride if that stood in the way, and 
asked for nothing which any reasonable man 
ought to object to. This was the proposition 
submitted by the conciliation committee in 
behalf of the city government and agreed to 
by the trades unions, as binding on them if 
accepted by Pullman: 

That the Pullman company select two repre- 
sentatives to meet with two selected by the Cir- 
cenit Judges of the county, the four thus selected 
to agree on the fifth, these to constitute a com- 
mittee to pass on the proposition as to whether 
or not there were grounds for arbitration in the 
trouble now existing between the Pullman com- 
pany and its employés.” 

This proposition, presented by the joint com- 
mittee to the Pullman officials, was absolutely 
rejected by them. 

Mr. Puliman’s refusal to listen to it will be 
accepted asa virtual confession from him 
that he is in the wrong by ninety-nine out of 
every hundred citizens of Chicago and by the 
people of the United States outside of this 
eity. They will hold his refusal to be wrong, 
irrespective of the original merits of the case. 
They will take it as an admission by him that 
he does not care a tinker’s curse how much 
trouble and suffering may ensue; that he is 
recklessly indifferent to the consequences. 

Dispatches from Washington show that a 
high state of exasperation exists among pub. 
lie men at the National Capital, and cven 
President Cleveland is deeply dissatisfled with 
the position taken by the sleeping car mag- 
nate, Possibly it may not have occurred to 
Mr. Pullman that in spite of his high mighti- 
ness a rod may be in pickle for him the ap- 
plication of which to his shuulders would be 
enough to make him smart. For instance, 
there isan abundance of constitutional au- 
thority for the passage of an act of Congress 
fixing the maximum rate for sleeping car ac- 
commodations at say not more than two- 
thirds the present charges on travelers. What 
is to hinder the rapid passage of such an 
amendment to the inter-State commerce law? 
And what then would hinder Mr. Puliman 
from suffering afar greater fall in his own 
estimation than any that could have occurred 
through a little sinking of false pride, by 
listening to the city’s mild proposal for an 
investigation of the difficulty? In that case

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PEOPLE’S OFFICERS ENFORCING 
THE PEOPLE'S LAWS. 

Mr. Michael H. Madden, the President of 
the It’ nois State Federation of Labor, takes 
a gloomy. view of the situation. 
before the strike had epread as it has, he an- 
nounced’ jubilantly that if Federal aid is in- 
voked and Federal troops calied on” then 
organized labor in every department would 
be called out, and industry shall cease until 
rights are adjusted and justice takes prece- 
dence of public convenience. 

Federal troops have been called on to en- 
force Federal laws and protect Federal prop- 
erty, and organized labor is thinking of 
striking. because Pullman .will not arbitrate. 
Now Mr. Madden is full of forebodings ana 
he says it is appalling simply to think where 
this thing will end.“ 

Then he remarks that “ when rulers trample 
on the vested rights of the people a danger- 
ous sentiment is sure to be awakened, and in 
this country, where the masses are so strong, 
that sentiment will overpower all others, I 
see no hope for a peaceable solution of the 
difficulty unless the government comes to the 
relief of the oppressed people. 

By rulers Madden can mean only the 
President of the United States, who has or- 
dered out some regulars, the Governor of IIli- 
nois, who has ordered out the State Guards, 
and the Mayor of Chicago, who has ordered 
out a heavy force of nard-hitting police.

Whenever any insurrection, domestic violence, 
unlawful combination, or conspiracy in any 
State so obstructs or hinders the execution of the 
laws of the United States as to deprive any 
portion or class ef people of that State of any of 
the rights, privileges, immunities, or pretection 
named in the Constitution and secured by the 
laws for the protection of such rights, privileges, 
or immunities, and the constituted authorities of 
such State are unable to protect or from any 
cause refuse protection to the people in such 
rights, such facts shall be deemed a denial by 
such State of the equal protection of the law to 
which they are entitled undér the Constitution 
of the United States; and in all such cases it 
shall be law/ul for the President of the United 
States, and it shall be his duty, to take such 
measures by the employment of the militia or 
the land and naval forces of the United — 
or of either, or by other means, as he may deem 
necessary. for the suppression of such insurree 
tion, domestic violence, dr combination. 

The contingency specified in this law has 
happened,’ The common carriers of Illinois 
have been deprived of their rights. The rail. 
roads, which are the people’s highways, have 
been obstructed sothat the people have been 
unable to use the u for travei or for the trans- 
portation of their goods. Those Illinoisaus 
who make their living by supplying the Chi- 
cago market with fruits and vegetables have 
been unable to send them heré because the 
. highways are obstructed by lawless strikers. 
The State did not protect them. it allowed 
their rights and privileges to be tres passed on. 

Therefore it became the duty of the Presi- 
dent to send here the militia or the regular 
soldiers of the United States to restore to IIli- 
noisans rights which the inefficiency of the 
State government had allowed them to be de- 
prived of. He did not have to wait for 
tardy authorities who sympathized with 
mob of strikers to ask him to do this.

More than 100,000 
of these are claiined to be members of unions 
that include in their ranks laboring men of 
all kinds except those engaged in transporta- 
tion on the lakes, railroads, and streets. The 
transportation ¢lass comprises about 50,000, 
of whom it is claimed that 45,000 belong to 
unions and sympathize with the strike against 
the railroads, Supposing that every one of 
these 150,000 men who are members of unions 
indorse the action of the Debs clique which 
ordered the unprovoked assault on the rail- 
roads, they number less than one-third of all 
the wage-earners in the city. But such a sup- 
position would not be correct, and it is still 
further from the truth to assert that all of 
them are im tavor of striking against their 
respective employers because George M. Pull- 
man will not consent to arbitrate his differ- 
ences with less than 4,000 men, or about 4 
of 1 per cent of the total rester of wage-earn - 
ers. ! 
The larger strike movement partially or 
conditionally resolved on at the meeting of 
Sunday night is a most atrocious effort to 
control the majority bya minority. In the 
first place, a handful of men called la bor lead- 
ers undertake to call out 100,000 workers, or 
‘as many of them as they can induce to follow 
the stancard of revolt against free institu- 
tions in the world of industrial activity. If 
All thase went out they would be but a fifth 
part of the wage-workers whom it is sought 
to influence, and they in turn are a minority 
of the population of the city. Practically the 
proposition is to call out 0 per cent of the 
people for the purpose of maliciously afflict- 
ing the other 91 per cent with loss of busi- 
ness or of wages, scarcity of food and fuel, 
absence of transportation, and all the horrors | 
of mob rule, because Pullman refuses to pay 
higher wages to his.ex-employés.

ANARCHY. 

There is one respect in which the strike 
against the railroads will act like a boom- 
erang that returns to wound the man who 
burled it. For several years past the labor 
leaders have been trying to bring about a 
combination between the trades unions and 
the farmers. Such men as Deba, Sovereign, 
Howard, McBride, Gompers, Powderly, etc., 
have been coquetting with the farmers trying 
to lure them into the making of a joipt as- 
sault upon what they are pleased to call * the 
greed of incorporated capital, with the hope 
of destroying it. They have succeeded in 
this to some extent beyond the Mississippi, 
especially in the farther West. There they 
started a party, the object of which was a 
fusion of the labor unions of the 
cities with the farmer element for the 
destruction of all business that is being 
carried on by imcorporated capital, this in- 
cluding all the railroads and bauks and the 
large manufacturing establishments, and not 
a few mercantile associations formed for the 
purpose of conducting business on a great 
scale. They tried to make the farmers be- 
lieve that the interests of the two classes run 
on parallel lines, if not identical, and that the 
destruction of incorporated capital would 
‘benefit both. Their teachings were so per 
sistent and so confident that the minds of 
many grangers were poisoned and others were 
caused to doubt, halting between two, opin- 
ions. 

The last sixty days have given to the farm- i 
ers an opportunity of understanding the situ 
ation somewhat correctly, and they have 
enjoyed a small sample of what it would 
cost them if the scheme of the organized 
Anarchists were carried out in full. First, 
their supplies of coal were cut off, and those 
of them who were able o buy had to pay 
higher prices for the fuel. They suffered 
some interruption in the movement of their 
produce, and more in the depression of prices 
due to the derangement of general py 
When the mining dispute was settled for 
time being the situation to the farmers be- 
came worse instead of better. The attempt 
of Debs & Co. to boycott the railroads cen- 
tering in Chicago—that is, to tie up and stop 
all the trains—for the purpose of forcing them 
to equeeze out of the Pulhnau company the 
old high Republican rates of wages un- 
der Democratic low tariff policies has 
been a hard blow to the farming interests. 
They have lost hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars by the spoiling of perishable products 
which could not be forwarded to market. 
They have been subjected to much ineonven- 
ience and loss by the failure to market grain 
and live stock. They haye lost other large 
sums by declining prices due to the strike in 
deranging the markets, and they have had to 
pay more than usual for such things as _ they 
obtained from the cities or go without, the 
latter being the rule in not a few cases. 

Broadly stated, the farmers have lost direct- 
ly by the struggle more than ten tipies as 
much as the strikers hoped to gain by u for 
themselves or others. And these losses are 
mere flea-bites in comparison with what would 
be suffered if the wild advocates of strikes 
had. their way without hipdrance from the 
authorities whom now they defy, 

The farmers‘ are beginning to perceive in 
this disturbance of business conditions a two- 
edged sword that is cutting both ways. They 
are getting to see that they were nursing a 
cold viper in their bosoms which already is 
inoculating them with its venom in return for 
friendliness. And it will not be a great while 
before there is a complete change of mi 
among them in regard to this organized 


ized anarchy,“ that is preached by Debs, 
Sovereign, and McBride. It will not be long

abets them, no matter what his motives may be, 
is likewise an insurgent. 

Upon the subject of the freedom of com- 
merce the court ‘Was equally explicit. The 
regulation of commerce between the several 
States is placed within the keeping of the United 


States Government by the Constitution. Any- 


State, any car transporting it, and any person 
engaged in transporting it are the agencies of 
inter-State commerce,.and any conspiracy in

BITING OFF THEI£Z OWN NOSES. 

Have those members of building trades who 
are thinking of quitting work at this time be- 
cause the tailroads will not allow themselves 

be coerced into trying to coerce Mr, Pull- 
“man reflected how much more seriously they 
will damage themselves by this proposed vol- 
untary idleness than the striking railway em- 
ployés will injure themselves? As a general 
thing g railroad man—whether engineer, fire- 
man, brakeman, or switchman—has work all 
the year round. If any one of them 
is off on a 
summer or in winter he loses only 
one-fifty-second of His year’s wages. With 
painters, plasterers, and members of other 
building trades it is different. Spring, sum- 
mer, and fall are harvest time. They must 
earn in about eight months enough to support 
them for twelve. That is one reason why 
they get the comparatively high daily wages 
they do. If one of them goes off on a strike 
for a week during the working season he loses 
much more thana fiftieth part of his year's 
wages. Can he or other men in the building 
trades afford to do that for a sentimental or 
emotional reason? The building season was 
interfered with by strikes at the outset. It 
was some time before the painters, plumbers, 


| and others settled ov a wage scale, That de- 
lay was money out of the packets of the (= = 


workers. An interference now will take more 
money out of their pockets. The coming of 
winter cannot be retarded in order that the 
time last may be made up. Time and wages 
lost now will be lost forever. Is it worth 
while to lose them because railroads refuse— 
because they are bound by contracts which 
make refusal imperative—to comply with the 
demands of Mr. Debs that they make war on 
Pullman? 


MOTHER GOOSE’S N STRIKES, 

The earliest precedent for the present series 
of “ sympathetic strikes is to be found in 
the pages of Mother Goose, Thefe was an 
old woman driving a pig who came to a stile, 
and the pig would not jump over, Thereupon 
the old woman asked the dog to bite the pig. 
It refused and she appealed to the stick to beat 


the dog, the fire to barn the stick, the water 


to put out the fire, the ox to drink the water, 
the butcher to kill the ox, the rope to hang 
the butcher, the rat to gnaw the rope, and the 
cat to chase the rat, Finally, the old woman 
persuade the cow to give har some milk, which 
she gave to the cat, and then the bali 
was set a-rollimg, and at last the 
pig jumped over the stile and the 
old woman got home that night. With this 
successful method of settling the controversy 
between thé old woman and the pig fresh in 
their mimds Mr. Debs and his associates have 
set to workin about the same roundabout 
way to make Mr. Pullman jump over the 
stile.

New York, July 10.—([{Speciai.j—A Wash- 
ington dispatch says: An important ques- 
tion receiving some official consideration here 
relates to the status of the cars of the Pulil- 
man company under the inter-State com- 
merce law. While the problem does not con- 
cern the fight of the Federal authorities to 
suppress lawlessnese and‘ disperse mobs

Pullman cars, it may have a. bearng 
upon the use of the Federal troops in trans- 
porting these cars from one State to another. 
The Inter-State Commerce Commission has

State commerce and do not come under the 
| jurisdiction of the inter-Stafe law. The com-

MORE PUBLIC LAND FOR SETTLEMENT 


Bill Passed for Opening the Uncompahgre 
and Uintah Reservations. . 
Wasuinetror, D. C., July 10.—The House 
today passed a bill opening the Uncompahgre 
and Uintah Indian Reservations in Utah, al- 
lotting lands in severalty to the Indians, and 
restoring about 3,000,000 acres to the public 
domain. Most of the day was devoted to 
debate on the bill extending the act of 1890 
declaring lands granted to railroads not 
then constructed forfeited to the 
government 80 as to forfeit the lands of rail- 
ways whose roads were not completed within 
the time specified in the land grants. It ex- 
cluded from the operation of the act, how- 
ever, lands acquired in good faith by purchase 
from railways confirming such titles. The 
bill involved about 54,000,000 acres. It was 
not disposed of today.
